Republican support of the President 
reached a new low ebb in the Senate 
yesterday. The cruiser amendment to 
the naval appropriation bill, which has 
been more vigorously opposed by the 
White House than any piece of legis-/ 
lation before the present session of 
Congress, was carried by a vote of 49 
to 27, within three days of the time 
that the chief executive last had voiced 
official and public disapproval of such 
action, and two hours after his spokes- 
man had reiterated his objections. The 
measure, as a whole, passed and went 
to conference late in the afternoon. 
Actually the vote, which restores the 
provision for the construction of the 
last three of the eight. cruisers author- 
ized under the 1924 program and in- 
creases the appropriation to $1,200,000 
as against $450,000 suggested in the 
House bill, found only thirteen of the so- 
called administration senators ‘“‘stand- 
ing by the President.” 
publican vote against the amendment 
was’ 18, and 5 of those who made up 
this total were members of the Progres- 
sive bloc, who sometimes do and more 
often don’t agree with the President. 
Arrayed against -the President’s wishes 
in the matter and for the amendment 
were 24 Republicans, only one less than 
the number of Democrats who voted 
for increased naval defenses.-. More 
significant still was the fact that among 
the Republicans voting for the amend- 
ment were such majority party  stal- 
warts as Watson, Phipps, McLean, 
Keyes, Hale, Gould, Edge and Bingham. 


Eight Democrats Back Coolidge. 


Eight Democrats and the entire mem- 
bership of the Farmer-Labor party sup- 
ported the views of the White House. 
House action still is necessary before 
the problem becomes an acute one for 
the President. The lower branch of 
Congress’ previously knocked out the 
amendment, despite the fact that it 
was supported by such Republican 
leaders as Speaker Longworth and Rep- 
resentative John @Q. Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, majority floor leader. These 
party directors of policy say now that 
the House will agree to a conference 
report keeping the cruisers in. 

It is not anticipated that President 
Coolidge will veto the bill in the event 
that it reaches his desk. The presi- 
dential spokesman yesterday indicated 
budget recommendations are ,not nec- 
essarily sacrosant after they reach 
Congress. He may, however, as has 
been hinted by Senator Charles Cur- 
tis, of Kansas, direct the Navy Depart- 
ment not to spend the appropriation, 
in which event the money would go 
back into the general fund at the end 
of the next fiscal year. 

The difference of opinion between 
the President and the Comgress over 
the appropriation for these three 
cruisers has been the most decided and 
stubbornly fought in many years. The 
President first in his budget message 
suggested that no money be appropri- 
ated this year for any such purpose. 

Aired View in Address. 

He took the same position in a letter 
to Representative Burton L. French, of 
Idaho, chairman of the naval ap- 
‘pyopriations subcommittee, when Re- 
publican House leaders took the floor 
for the cruiser amendment. In his 


took the unusual course of discussing 
legislative matters in such an address 
to renew his opposition. In addition 
the White House spokesman has given 
voice to the presidential views on no 
less than four occasions. 

Yesterday in a discussion of the bud- 
get and its relation to congressional ac- 
tion, the White House again advanced 
the idea that the cruisers should not 
be appropriated for this year. It was 
explained the President makes and sub- 


ated the authority and requirement by 
law. The President, therefore, makes 
such a distribution of pubiic funds as 
seems best to bring about balanced ex- 
penditure among the departments.

200 Patients Are Saved 
As Fire Sweeps Hospital 


Citizens and Guardsmen Called to Aid As Michigan 


University Building Burns—Roof Falls Just 


As One Unit Is Evacuated. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 1 (By A. P.). 
Two hundred patients in the old hos- 
pital at the University of Michigan 
here were rescued tonight when fire 
partially destroyed the institution. The 
patients, mostly convalescents, were re- 
moved to a new hospital at the univer- 
sity. 

Scores of citizens assisted hospital at- 
tendants and firemen in removing the 
patients from the place. Although the 
fire made rapid progress through the 
building, a woden structure built nearly 
40 years ago, the rescue workers suc- 
cessfully carried the patients safely 
from the building. No one was injured 


| according to officials. 


The fire broke out in the men’s medi- 
cal ward and that section of the build- 
ing was destroyed. Firemen were able 
to keep the-fire from spreading to other 
sections. There were between 50 and 
60 patients in the unit destroyed, in- 
cluding a number of children. These 
patients had been removed from the 
section only a few minutes when the 
roof caved in. 

A local company of the State guard 
was called out to maintain order at 
the scene when the crowd became un- 
manageable. 


When the first alarm was sounded, a| 


chain telephone system was used in| » 


calling on citizens for assistance and 
this resulted in nearly 10,000 persons 
gathering at the scene. 

Beds, on which a number of patients 
were lying, were carried to slide fire 
escapes by rescue workers and patient 
and bed together sent spinning down 
the chute where they were stopped at 
the bottom by other volunteers. 

Fire companies from a number of 
nearby towns responded to, calls for 
aid from the local department. Pump- 
ing apparatus was put in operation on 
the banks of the Huron river nearby, 
and within a few hours had the flames 
under control. 

Considerable excitement was caused 
when sparks from the burning building 
started a fire at a hotel across the 
street fromthe institution. A number 
of patients had been taken there be- 
cause of the crowded condition of the 
new University hospital. The hotel 
blaze was quickly extinguished. 

Officials of the university said they 
could make no estimate of the damage 
tonight. It is not believed, however, 
the loss will be more than $150,000.

Juan B. Sacasa, leader of the liberal 
faction in Nicaragua, has been notified 
by the American government that he 
can not hope for the recognition of 
Washington even if his armed cam- 
paign to gain control of the country 
is successful. 

He has been told that Adolfo Diaz, 
recognized here as the constitutional 
president, will remain the rightful 
chief executive in the eyes of officials 
here, until after the legal elections of 
1928. 

Announcing this development last 
night, Dr. T. S. Vaca, the Sacasa agent 
here, declared that American diplomatic 
and military pressure against the Sa- 
casa movement had created a situatien 
fraught with pessimistic forebodings. 
The American naval commander, Ad- 
miral Latimer, he said, was tightening 


}a strangle hold on the Sacasa army, 


increasing the likehihood of actual hos- 
tilities between that army and the 
American marines. 

State Department officials would not 
comment on the latest notification to 
Sacasa, which Dr. Vaca said had been 
transmitted to the liberal leader,

Former Countess Gets Verdict 
Against Cartoonist, Who 
ls Bound for Europe. 


WERE WED ABOARD SHIP 


New York, Jb. 1 (By A. P.)—Harry 
C. (Bud) Fisher, cartoonist and race 
horse owner who fell in love at sea 
and got married at sea, was at sea to- 
day when his wife was granted a 
separation. 

Charles E. Kelley, counsel for the 
cartoonist, said that Fisher was on kis 
way abroad to procure some witnesses 
and requested adjournment. 

“Probably,” was the ironical response 
of Charles H. Tuttle, attorney for Mrs. 
Fisher, the former Countess Aedita de 
Beaumont, “Fisher wants to call Mutt 
and Jeff to the stand. The fact is, I 
believe, he is not here because he is 
afraid to answer questions regarding his 
income. We are ready and insist upon 
an immediate trial.” 

After the exchange between attorneys 
Supreme Court Justice Tierney denied 
the motion for adjournment and 
ordered the trial to proceed. Mrs. 
Fisher took the stand in ker own be- 
half. 

Separation was asked on grounds of 
cruelty, neglect and failure to support. 
Among the cruelty charges were allega- 
tions that Fisher threw his bride out 
of their luxurious Riverside drive 
apartment and beat her on numerous 
occasions. She asked $3,000 a month 
alimony, $15,600 for expenses and $10,- 
000 for counsel fees. The alimony 
question was left open to future argu- 
ment today. 

Fisher arrived from Europe on the 
Leviathan with the countess, a widow 
and winner of a Paris beauty prize, in 
October, 1925, to announce that they 
were to be married. A‘ few days later 
the marriage was performed at sea as 
the couple returned to Europe on the 
Leviathan. They lived together for 
only six months. 

In awarding the decree Justice Tier- 
ney said Fisher apparently amuses chil- 
dren with his cartoons and then goes 
home and beats his wife. He char- 
acterized the cartoons as puerile and 
senseless. “I don’t see how any one 


can pay money for that nonsense,” ke 
ejaculated when told Fisher received 
annroximately $250,000 yearly from his 
cartoons.

Recommendation that Corporation 
Counsel F. H. Stephens be replaced and 
that the traffic director’s office be 
checked in its tendency to expand, to- 
gether with the fight over the elimi- 
nation of provision for 74 additional 
school teachers, marked the considera- 
tion by the House of the District sup- 
ply bill yesterday.

LAWYERS GIVEN TIME

Justice Seeger Takes Case 
Under Advisement After 
Testimony Is Completed. 


White Plains, N. Y., Feb. 1 ( By A. 
P.).—Edward West Browning’s separa- 
tion suit, brought against his bride of 
six months, the former Frances 
(“Peaches”) Heenan, was taken under 
advisement tonight by Supreme Court 
Justice Seeger. 

Within the two weeks following next 
Saturday, attorneys for both sides may 
amplify the contentions set forth in 
the week of public hearing and file 
briefs supporting their sides of the 
case. Brewning contends his wife left 
him without cause; she contends 
Browning was so cruel she had to leave 
him. 

Since there was no jury in the hear- 
ing the decision as to whether Mr. 
Browning shall receive a decree of sepa- 
ration or not is solely in the hands of 
Justice Seeger. 

On the stand today Browning denied 
he was.a cruel husband. To support 
him’ in his statements that he was 
“kind, affectionate, thoughtful and 
bounteous,”” he brought into court sev- 
eral of his friends. ° 

These were a nursery furniture man- 
ufacturer and his wife, of the Chicago 
suburb, Evanston, Ill.; a president of 
a defunct social club of New York, a 
woman publicity writer and an elderly, 
black-garbed, gray-haired woman leader 
of orchestras Many years ago. 

Testify to Happiness. 

Their testimony was much alike. It 
all related to external evidences, they 
admitted, of signs of happiness be- 
tween the elderly real estate man and 
his young wife. 

Interest turned suddenly, after 
Browning left the stand, to the recall of 
Mrs. Browning. She denied she had 
ever before seen the “boy friend,” 
James P. Mixon, who testified against 
She testified that to 
Browning she had been a wife, in all 
the marital meanings of the word, and 
not, as he had said, “a wife in name 
only.” 

Dr. George Blakeslee, neurologist, was 
asked a lengthy hypothetical question. 
It included: all the eccentricities and al- 
leged cruelties charged by Mrs. Brown- 
ing, and denied by her husband. 

“On the basis of this question, be- 
lieving the facts to be true as I stated,” 
Epstein began, “what would you say 
was the cause of Mrs. Browning’s nerv- 
ous disorders which have manifested 
themselves during the latter part of her 
life with Mr. Browning, and which 
have not recurred since she left him?” 

“I think,’’ Dr. Blakeslee said, “that 
it can be fairly stated that Mrs. Brown- 
ing’s nervous condition is the result of 
psychic traumas and emotional reac- 
tion from disagreeable environment.” 

“Would you consider further living 
with Browning detrimental to her 
health?” ° 

“I would,” the neurologist said. 


Judge Voices Disapproval. 


Justice Seeger, in a short comment 
upon the closing of the trial, said that 
he had been criticized for having per- 
mitted the trial to be open to the pub- 
lic, but that. he had no regrets on that 
account. 

“However,” he added, “if there are 
any more trials like this in my Juris- 
diction, they’ll have to be heard by 
another judge.”

ASKS QUICK JURY TRIAL 


The cleavage between the police and 
municipal judges was widened further

Hankow, Feb. 1 (By A. P.). — The 
nationalist (Cantonese) government 
will sign an agreement for a new treaty 
with Great Britain as soon as the Brit- 
ish forces are withdrawn from Shang- 
hai. This official announcement was 
made tonight by Eugene Chen, nation- 
alist minister of foreign affairs. 

In his statement Mr. Chen said that 
negotiations with Owen O’Malley. 
British charge d'affaires, nearly had 
been completed regarding the British 
concession at Hankow, the document 
requiring only the signature of both 
parties. 

The nationalist government, said 
Chen, although it has been negotiating 
while the British were massing troops 
at Shanghai, never will sign the agree- 
ment until those forces have been 
withdrawn from that city. 


Predicts a New Era. 


The minister asserted that his sig- 
nature to the document in present 
circumstances would be tantamount to 
signing under duress, which would 
make the agreement one that woulda 
not be lasting. 

The withdrawal «of the _ British 
forces, said Mr. Chen, would inaugu- 
rate a new era of relations between 
nationalist China and England, but, he 
added, if the British troops and war- 
ships remain negotiations for the 
treaty will cease. 

The termination of the negotiations 
by the Cantonese was a surprise. Great 
Britain was prepared to yield to most of 
the demands made by the Cantonese 
for the elimination of British adminis- 
tration of zones in China and to grant 
other rights sought by the Chinese. It 
has been authoritatively stated that 
O’Malley was instructed to agree to the 
relinquishment to Chinese jurisdiction 
of the control the British exercise in 
numerous concession districts of Chi- 
nese cities. 


Some Rights Reserved. 


The British reserved certain rights 
of representation in councils to guaran- 
tee protection of her nationals’ in- 
terests. The international settlements 
at Shanghai were not included in the 
British offer of negotiations, they not 
being under exclusive British control. 

Extraterritoriality was another privi- 
lege the British would have relinquish- 
ed, it is said, with its provisions for 
trial of British in China in their own 
courts.

Minister Lampson, was conducting sim!- 
lar negotiations with the Peking gov-

London, Feb. 1 (By A. P.).—The good 
name and reputation of the late Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone, England's grand old 
man, today was vigorously defended in 
court against intimations in a recent 
book by Capt. Peter Wright that he 
was a hypocrite in matters of sex. 

Lily Langtry, the noted actress, with 
whose name Capt. Wright had linked 
Gladstone’s during his testimony in 
the trial of his libel suit against Lord 
Gladstone, 
ister, sent a telegram 
Carlo repudiating the “slanderous ac- 
cusation.” The famous actress, who is 
now Lady De Bathe, broke a silence of 
many years to defend herself against 
Capt. Wright's statements regarding 
her friendship for the elder Gladstone. 

Before a courtroom crowded with 
notable figures in London’s fashion- 
able and legal world Norman Birkett, 
counsel for Lord Gladstone, de- 
nounced Capt. Wright as a man who 
had shown himself “careless of the 
pain he might inflict and one whose 
word on any matter of importance is 
not worth the slightest credence.” 

Wincing under the ordeal, Capt. 

Wright said that he was sorry that he 
had written the passage in his book, 
“Portraits and Criticisms,” hurting the 
feelings of the Gladstone family, but 
that he could not withdraw what he 
believed to be the truth. 

Mr. Birkett, defending Lord Glad- 
stone on the charges of calling Capt. 
Wright a “liar, coward and fool,” de- 
clared the captain and not Lord Glad- 
stone was the real libeler, “who libeled 
the dead.” 

The meaning of the word 
which, came under 
previous hearing, recurred again today 
when Mr. Birkett invited Capt. Wright 
to read a passage from Boswell’s “Life 
of Johnson,” in which Johnson was 
cited as jocularly referring to his group 
of household women as a “seraglio.”’ 

Capt. Wright said that Boswell might 
have joked in his use of the word but 
that the late Lord Milner, whom he 
cited as once using it with reference 
to the elder Gladstone, had not. 

Mr. Birkett said that he would put 
Lord Gladstone on the stand and also 
Lord Malmesbury. The latter, Mr. 
Birkett said, would deny Capt. Wright's 
testimony that he once told a story 
of how the bodyguard of England’s 
“grand old man” had waited outside the 
home of the beautiful Russian, Mme. 
Olga Novikoff, until four in the morn- 
Ing. 

Capt. Wright’s attorney produced 
photographs of Mme. Novikoff when she 
was 35 and asked the captain whether 
in his opinion she was physically at- 
tractive. The plaintiff said he thought 
she was “very seductive.” 

The pictures then were submitted to 
Justice Avory, who smilingly declined 
“to give judicial notice of when a 
woman is seductive.” 

After this the photographs were 
handed to the jury. The three women 
Jurors inspected them so long that 
they held up Capt. Wright’s examina- 
tion. One of the women said: “I think 
she is very nice,’”’ and another: “Yes, 
she looks very nice, but I don't like 
her hair.” These comments caused 
a general smile.

ONL FIRMS TRYING 


MEXICO cE | 


Denying Confiscations, ‘the 
Government Sees Plan to 
Provoke Crisis. 


PROBLEM IS CALLED 
ENTIRELY DOMESTIC 


“Rebellious” Companies Are 
et Accused of Propaganda; 
Court Rules Clash. 


Mexico City, Feb. 1 (By A. P.).—A 
written statement, issued today by the 
department of commefce, industry and 
labor, which is in charge of the admin- 
istration of the petroleum law, declares 


foreign. oil companies and has not con- 
fiscated any such properties, as some 
rebellious companies which have not 
accepted the petroleum maw wouls ma- 
liclously make it appear.” 


These “rebellious companies,” the 
statement continues, have attempted to 
make an international problem out of 
the new petroleum law and use it to 
precipitate. a real conflict. 

“If these companies reduce or sus- 
pend operations,” says the statement, 

“it will be for the purpose of causing 
unemployment. The deliberately wish 
to créate a critical situation in the oil 
zone.” 

Arbitrary Acts Denied. 


The department points out that the 
companies are at liberty to complete all 
operations begun before January 1, when 
the time expired for applications for 
new concessions, although since that 
date the government has refused per- 
mits for drilling to companies refusing 
to accept the law. 

“It now appears,” adds the state- 
ment, “that the rebellious oil compa- 
nies are responsible for the propaganda 
that the Mexican government, desirous 
of confiscating their property, has in an 
arbitrary manner canceled their per- 
mits and that the Mexican government 
is the direct cause of the labor diffi- 
culties in the petroleum zone. 

“This is untrue. The Mexican gov- 
ernment has not done more than see 
the laws observed in obedience to the 
constitutional mandates and ideals of 
the Mexican revolution. 

“These companies have attempted to 
convert into an international problem a 
matter which solely concerns Mexico’s 
internal regime and which is entirely 
domestic, as pertaining to our sO0v- 
ereignty. They are making every effort 
to precipitate a real conflict. 

‘The Mexican government has ex- 
tended to the oil companies every 
facility for adjusting themselves to the 
conditions established by the new law. 
Although most of the companies have 
accepted the law, a small but powerful 
group still persists in its rebellious atti- 
tude. 

Two Conflicting Decisions. 


The fight in the courts by the for- 
eign oil companies on the new petro- 
leum law has brought out two sets of 
contradictory decisions, one granting 
blanket injunctions against the opera- 
tion of the law, the other refusing. to 
grant such injunctions. There also have 
been two kinds of official statements 
regarding drilling permits in the case 
of companies refusing to accept the law 
—one that work on wells begun up to 
January 10 may be completed, the other 
that only wells begun before January 1 
may be completed. Final decision rests 
with the supreme court. 


27 Mexicans Are Executed 
For Massacre of Federals 


Mexico City, Feb. 1 (By A. P.).— 
Bandit or rebel raids keep the federal 
soldiers busy. One of the most sangui- 
nary affairs thus far reveaied was the 


wholesale execution by the federals of 
27 prisoners in Oaxaca City. These 
prisoners were the leaders of a force of 
rebels in a remote part of the state, 
who, pretending to be supporters of the 
government, were accepted in the fed- 
erals’ barracks; whereupon they mas- 
sacred 40 of the federals while the 
soldiers were sleeping or resting. Only 
one of the federals made his escape. 

Government forces immediately went 
in pursuit of the rebels, killed some of 
them and rounded up the 27. 

The rebel leader, Emiliano Gonzales, 
has been killed by federals and his 
band dispersed in a fight in the state 
of Durango. 

Guadalajara dispatches report 21 ad- 
ditional rebels killed in different parts 
of Jalisco. At. Pueblo the police killed 
Rafael Terrazes, leader of a band of 
cutthroats which had been terrorizing 
nearby villages.

PREDICTS CLERIC VICTORY 


New York, Feb. 1 (By A. P.).— 
Bishop Pasqual Diaz, secretary of the 


episcopate of Mexico and exiled by the 
Mexican government because he was 
regarded as the intellectual force back 
of a religious revolutionary movement 
in Mexico, arrived today from Havana 
on the United Fruit Co.’s liner Zacapa.

Bishop Diaz said that he had been 
allowed to take nothing with him from 
Mexico and that he has nothing but 
the clothes on his back, a thin s6uit 
of civilian clothes. There was nothing 
to mark his rank but the bishop’s ring. 

“The persecution of the Catholic 
Church in Mexico,” said the bishop, 
who is a full-blooded Indian, “is a 
great step backward. It is a halting 
of progress.” 

All activities of the Catholic Church 
have been haited, he said, t this was 
rather .as a protest at civiP administra- 
tion than through governmental pres- 
sure. Mass was no longer said in the 
churches, he reported, but it was cele- 
brated secretly in private homes at 
great risk to the participants. 

Asked if he blamed President Calles 
for the controversy between Church 
and State, the bishop replied that no 
single man but a group of men was re- 
sponsible. 

“It is a group of men with bolshevik 
ideas,”’ he said, “although they do not 
profess to be bolsheviki.”’ 

“Do you foresee a religious war in 
Mexico as a result of the present condi- 
tion?” a reporter asked. 

“I do not,” he responded, 
do not personally think so.”

TEXAS CONFESSION BARES 
SLAYINGS IN CALIFORNIA 


Bones of Woman and Three 
Children Located by Chart 
of Convict. 


HASSELL TALE CONFIRMED 


Whittier, Calif., Feb. 1 (By A. P.).— 
The confession of George J. Hassell, 


convicted Texas slayer, that he killed a 
woman and her three children here ten 
years ago was confirmed today by tie 
finding of human bones buried in the 
cellar of a house which he formerly 
occupied. — 

Hassell is now awaiting execution in 
Texas as the result of the slaying there 
recently of his wife and eigkt step- 
children. The Whittier victims are be- 
lieved by police to be Mrs. Marie Vogel, 
formerly of Pittsburgh, Pa., and her 
three adopted children, who disap- 
peared here under mysterious*circum- 
stances in 1917. 

The bones of four persons were un- 
earthed late today while police were 
digging beneath the house in which 
Hassell at one time lived under the 
name of “G. Baker.” 

The, officers were guided in their 
search by a chart prepared by Has- 
sell. In his confession, Hassell de- 
clared he had choked and clubbed to 
death a woman with whom he was liv- 
ing here and then killed her sleeping 
children, following an argument over 
whether -he should go into the army. 
Tkis happened shortly after the United 
States entered the world war. Hassell 
said he buried his victims beneath the 
house. 

When Hassell’s chart arrived Mon- 
day authorities*located the house and 
started to spade up the basement. The 
work had to be carried on in relays, 
only one man being able to dig at a 
time. 

From descriptions furnished by Has- 
sell, the officers identified the skeletons 
as those of a woman, a boy, 8, a girl, 5 
and a one-year-old infant. The skulls 
of each had been crushed and bits 
of rope, tightly drawn about the necks, 
gave mute evidence of strangulation. 
The boy’s skull was wrapped in a heavy 
cloth. 

Contrary to first reports, the skeletons 
were intact and showed no evidence of 
the bodies having been dismembered.

FINAL VERSAILLES PACT 
POINTS MET BY GERMANY 


Interallied Military Control 
Commission Completes 
Disarmament Plans. 


ENDS LONG CONTROVERSY 


Paris, Feb. 1 (By A. P.).—The last 
important question pending between 
Germany and France under the Ver- 
sailles treaty not otherwise disposed of 
was settled today when an agreement 
was reached between the German ex- 
perts and the ambassadors’ council 
relative to dismantling fortifications :-in 
the region of Koenigsberg. This agree- 
ment has ended a controversy that 


lasted since allied control of military 
affairs in Germany began in 1920. It 
brings to a termination the work of the 
interallied military control mission. 

All questions concerning Germany’s 
military establishment will now go to 
the council of the League of Nations, 
which will exercise what supervision is 
necessary through a commission, of 
which Gen. Henri Desticker, of the 
French, was originally chosen ‘as head. 

Considerable satisfaction is e6x- 
pressed in French circles that the per- 
sisting controversy over disarmament 
had been disposed of so far as direct 
relations between the allies and Ger- 
many are concerned. No secret, how- 
ever, is made of the impression here 
that the Germans ceded at the last 
moment only because they desired that 
Geneva organization will not be obliged 
military control be transferred to the 
league with a clean slate so that the 
immediately to begin an investigation 
of Germany’s military establishment. 

On the other hand, there is a feel- 
ing in some quarters that the league 
will accomplish more than the interal- 
lied commission controlling the mill- 
tary establishment of the reich. It is 
admitted that that body never discov- 
ered infractions of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles except those denounced by Ger- 
man socialists, and it is expected that 
the denunciations will be made more 
fully to the league than -they were to 
the control commission. 

The destruction of fortifications at 
Kuestrin and Glogau, in Prussia, and 
22 fortified works near Koenigsberg is 
involved in the agreement. The Ger- 
man government gives assurances that 
no other fortifications exist excep 
those recognized by the allies, and en- 
gages not to construct others.

The British, it is pointed 
out, specify the concessions which 
Britain is prepared to make, which in- 
clude giving China the right to con- 
trol her own tariffs and also include 
giving up extraterritoriality, permit- 
ting Chinese courts to try British cases 
and adopting the Chinese code in Brit- 
ish courts of justice in China.

EXPLAINS CAR’S RISE 
AS HEARINGS RESUME 


Could Have Sold Output at 
| Cost and Made Profit, 
| He Declares. 


| (By the Associated Press.) 


Just how Henry Ford and his asso- 
ciliates succeeded in putting over the 
pioneer low-priced car with the Ameri- 
can public was recited at length yester- 
day by Norval A. Hawkins, former sales 
| manager for the Ford Motor Co., at the 
resumption of hearings in the govern- 
ment’s sult to recover $30,000,000 addi- 
tional taxes from the original minority 
stockholders before the board of tax 
appeals. 


The testimony, with Hawkins as the 
only witness, o¢cupied itself chiefly 
with reviewing the condition of the 
| Ford Motor Co. and its immediate pros- 
| pects for expansion on March 1, 1913, 
when its stock was appraised at $9,489 
,per share, after an exhaustive audit by 
| the Federal bureau of internal revenue. 
| The government now contends that this 
estimate was excessive and that the per 
| share value should have been $3,600. 
| Designating Henry Ford as a man of 
|“remarkable vision, a wizard in engi- 
neering and fearless, in that he would 
not halt at spending a fortune in ex- 
perimenting,’”” Hawkins compared him 
with James -Couzens, now a senator 
from Michigan, whom he described as 
“a hard-headed financial genius of un- 
impeachable integrity.” 


Compares Two Men. 


“In many ways,” he said, “Couzens 
was quite as remarkable as Ford. If 
Couzens had not been identified with 
the Ford Motor Co. in its early days it 
might not have become what it is to- 
'day. Couzens was just the sort of a 
'man Ford needed.” 

Senator Couzens is one of the former 
stockholders from whom the govern- 
ment is attempting to collect back tax- 

'es, the amount in his case aggregating 
| $10,000,000. 
Mass production, combined with 
'financial policies which constantly 
| sought to lower the price of a Ford car

| ship brought the enterprise to a point,

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SENATE VOTES FOR CRUISERS. 

By the decisive vote of 49 to 27 the Senate 
has amended the naval bill by providing for 
beginning the construction of three new crui- 
sers of 10,00C tons each. The vessels were 
authorized by a preceding Congress. The Sen- 
ate’s amendment proposes to complete qa pro- 
gram already undertaken, instead of suspend- 
ing it. 

Congress authorized the cruisers in question 
because they were needed. They are needed 
more ndOw than when they were authorized. 
The strength of the navy depends upon the 
additions made toit. While other navies have 
been strengthened by new vessels, the United 
States navy has received few additions, and 
the three cruisers proposed by the Senate will 
not bring the navy up to the national require- 
ments by any means. 

The amount allotted to cruiser construction 
in the bill is only $1,200,000. This sum will 
Start the work. Money will be’saved in con- 
struction, as contractors can build two ships 
Simultaneously cheaper than they can build 
them separately.

WASHINGTON IN FIRST PLACE. 

For the last four weeks the New York 
World has published a weekly statement show- 
ing the number of major crimes committed in 
eleven citfes of the country. The list includes 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, St. Louis, Baltimore, Boston, San 
Francisco, New Orleans and Jersey City. 


The crimes reported’ embrace homicide, 
felonious assault, robbery, burglary, grand lar- 
ceny, and automobile thefts. From the reports 
received from the police departments of the 
cities named the New York newspaper is able 
to draw the conclusion that there has been a 
decrease of almost exactly 50 per cent in the 
number of major crimes committed during the 
week ending last Saturday as compared with 
the last week in_December. The table which 
the -World published on January 3 showed 
that the average number of such crimes in 
the eleven cities was 18.7 per 100,000 of popu- 
lation, while last week the average fell to 9.7 
per 100,000. 


That conditions in the metropolis were 
greatly improved is shown by the fact that for 
the first time since the survey was started 
New York dropped to third place, with an 
average of 4.2 such crimes committed during 
the week. Boston ranks first with 2.5, fol- 
lowed by Jersey City occupying the second 
notch in the new hall of fame with only 3.1 
out of 100,000 of its population engaged in 
major crimes. 

From the World’s tabulated statement it 
would appear that San Francisco, which re- 
ported 9 homicides (seven of which were 
automobile fatalities), 13 felonious assaults, 
44 robberies, 84 burglaries, 12 cases of grand 
larceny and 59 stolen automobiles, equivalent 
to 28.5 for each 100,000 of the population, 
ranks highest in crimes committed during the 
week. In this respect San Francisco’s chief 
rival in California is not far behind, as Los 
Angeles comes forward with an average of 
21.3 for each 100,000 of population. There 
was only one homicide, but there were 5 felo- 
nious assaults, 41 robberies, 217 burglaries, 29 
grand larcenies and 270 autos stolen in the 
week which ended last Saturday, in Los 
Angeles. 

There is-a general belief that the enact- 
ment of the Baumes law in New York State, 
which statute makes life imprisonnient the 
mandatory sentence for a criminal convicted 
for a fourth offense, is responsible for the de- 
parture of many of Gotham’s undesirables to 
points North, West and South. It is believed 
that that hegira may be responsible for the in- 
crease of crime in Washington. 

Whether or. not the increase is really due 
to the immigration of New York’s underworld, 
the fact remains that upon the assumed basis 
of 550,000 as the population of the Capital 
there is a growing crime wave in Washing- 
ton which places the city in an unenviable 
position ahead of San Francisco and Los 
Angeles in the number of major crimes com- 
mitted in the last seven days of January when 
166 of such crimes were reported, or 30 per 
100,000. 

There were two auto fatalities, classed as 
homicides, 10 felonious assaults, 10 robberies, 
36 burglaries, 28 grand larcenies and 80 auto- 
mobiles stolen. 

Compared with the last week in December 
this was an increas® of 5 in felonious as- 
saulits, 3 more robberies, 12 fewer burglaries 
and a falling off of 3 in the number of grand 
larceny cases. But 20 more automobiles were 
stolen than during the last week of December. 
The total major crimes reported during those 
last seven days of the old year were at the 
rate of 27.8 per 100,000 of the population. 


AS TO SCHOOL GROUNDS. 


Committees of the Federation of Citizens As- 
sociations have gone on record as opposing the 
plan of the engineer commissioner embodied 
in appropriation bills now pending before Con- 
gress, to employ a landscape architect to su- 
pervise and plan the installation and mainte- 
nance of tree, lawn and shrubbery borders 
around school playgrounds and along ap- 
proaches to local school buildings. An adverse 
report on the proposal was submitted by: the 
committee on education at an earlier meeting 
of the federation, which after heated discus- 
sion was referred to the committee of parks 
and highways for further study and investiga- 
tion. At a joint meeting of the two commit- 
tees the proposal again found few friends, 
and the adverse Yreport was: adopted. 

It is probable that the committees misunder- 
stood the plan or, aS was suggested at the 
meeting® during which the resolution wag 
adopted, that the members were ‘mostly 
scared by the title of the landscape architect.’’ 
As a counter proposal a motion was adopted 
reaffirming an earlier report calling for the 
immediate grading and draining of school 
yards for play purposes. This, however, is 
embodied in the proposal of the engineer com- 
missioner, which provides in addition that 
some attention at least be paid to the esthetic 
treatment of such grounds. : 

It can not be denied that every inch of space 
possible should be utilized for play ground 
purposes, especially in view of the fact that 
school enrollments are greater than ever be- 
fore, and that the play spaces provided in 
Washington are not as extensive as in many 
other communities. Attractive school build- 
ings, of which the District has a fair share, 


as provided with playgrounds. The happy 
medium should be striven for, as is contem- 
plated in the pending legislation. 

It is to be hoped that the Federation of 
Citizens Assocjations ‘will reject the report of 
its committees, and throw its support to ‘the 
plan for. the suitable embellishment of school 
grounds.

ROGER BACON’S ELIXIR OF LIFE. 
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has succeeded in producing, is destroyed by 


some mysterious power as soon as it has at- , 
tained the ability to speak. Thereupon Bacon | 


forswears magic and averts punishment, but 
his servant, Miles, is made the scapegoat and 
at the end of the play is carried off to hell on 
the back ‘of one of the devils whom Bacon 
erstwhile employed-to carry out his commands. 
This representation of the great thirteenth 
century scholar may have suited the purpose 
of comedy, but, of course, it was an absolute 
travesty of the career of the famous Franciscan 
friar. 

Except to a select few of well informed 
Latinists, many of Bacon’s writings have 
hitherto been a practically sealed book, but 
what he thought and said need now no longer 
be caviare to the general, since Dr. Robert 
Bell Burke, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
has completed the huge task of translating 
Bacon's works into English. Most interest has 
so far been taken in the formula which Bacon 
devised for the prolongation of life and the 
warding off of the physical and mental effects 
of advancing age. Unfortunately, it is not a 
workable formula. Gold and pearls, which are 
ingredients in it, may still be found, and so 
may ambergris, but the bone which grows 
‘in a stag’s heart and the Tyrian snake or 
dragon, which is to be saddled, bridled and 
ridden at high speed so that the rigidity of its 
flesh may be overcome, are, it is to be feared, 
as extinct as the dodo. 

The fact that Bacon could seriously put for- 
ward such a compound as an elixir of life, 
basing it on Aristotle’s Book of Secrets and 
on alleged discoveries by Adam. or Enoch, 
shows that even men of the highest order of 
intelleet are unable to overcome the limita- 
tions of the age in which they live. ‘The 
foundation of perpetual youth is still far to 
seek. 


FEDERAL PRISON FOR WOMEN. 

The United States is about to embark upon 
a new venture in penology with the idea of 
separating entirely female prisoners from those 
of the opposite sex. Of course, the ultimate 
purpose of the new departure is to so develop 
the moral fiber of the unfortunate women who 
may be convicted that when they are again re- 
stored to liberty they will be able to maintain 
themselves and at the same-time recover their 
self-respect. 

The Department of Justice announces that 
shortly before the end of the present fiscal 
year, or some time in June, it is expected that 
the Federal Industrial Institution for Women 
will be ready to receive the 300 women now in 
other penal institutions. This new ‘“‘home”’ is 
located at Alderson, W. Va. The ultimate 
cost of the land and buildings will be_$2,418,- 
000, and there will be accommodations for 500 
inmates, with an annual maintenance charge 
of $384,000. 

For many years the Department of Justice 
has noted the desire for the improvement of 


conditions under which women prisoners have~ 


been detained. The women of the country 
took hold of the matter of reform in this re- 
spect and in 1924 a bill authorizing the estab- 
lishment of the West Virginia institution be- 
came a law. 

In announcing the forthcoming opening of 
the Alderson institution, the land for which 
was donated to the United States, the Depart- 
ment of Justice explains that the inmates at 
Alderson will receive not only restraint and 
discipline, but will also be trained, rehabili- 
tated and restored, and to that end the opera- 
tions of the institution as a field for agricul- 
tural work and domestic pursuits are expected 
largely to contribute. There will be a cooking 
school, with practical demonstrations in the 
various cottage kitchens; occupational hand- 
work: Red Cross courses in home nursing; 
sewing and other elements of homemaking. 
There will also be classes in English branches 
for those who may profit from elementary in- 
struction, and supervised reading in correlated 
studies for the more advanced. 

There will be no prison wall around the 
buildings. The structures will present the ap- 
pearance of a well-planned, attractively ‘kept 


village.

CHICAGO NEXT TO GODLY. 


Chicago can put in many bids to fame. In 
the first place its more than 4,000,000 citizens 
give it the right to be known as the fourth 
most populous city in the world, second only 
to New York +n the United States. It is the 
world’s foremost railroad terminus, the nu- 
cleus of the railroad and water transportation 
systems of the country. It is the financial cen- 
ter of the West, and the supply center for 
retail trade throughout a vast territory. In- 
dustrially, Chicago ranks second in value of 
products manufactured in the United States. 
It i& the world’s live-stock. market, a world 
grain market, and the largest mail order dis- 
tributing center in the world. 

Despite these claims to material greatness, 
however, Chicago makes its most serious bid 
for space on the front page of the nation’s 
newspapers through its bandits. Hardly a day 
passes in Chicago \that a gang feud is not re- 
newed or that a spectacular crime case is not 
started for the enlightenment of the reading 
multitudes. Now, however, Chicago seems to 
be on the way toward cleaning up. 

Unfortunately, however, the clean-up has 
nothing to do with bandits. It seems that the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs made a 
statement some time ago to the effect that 
there are not as many bathtubs in big citieg 
as one might believe. Chicago’s health com- 
missioner took exception to the statement and 
set out to prove that the clubwomen were 
misinformed. Chicago, he says, has 700,000 
families, and 90 per cent of them have modern 
bathing facilities. Last year the city used an 
average of 278 gallons of water each day for 
every man, woman and child, a good propor- 
tion of which went for baths. ‘ 

The statement is irrefutable. Chicago has 
bathtubs and uses more than the average 
amount of water. Therefore, its citizens are 
a cleanly let. It is now up to Winnipesaukee, 
Perth Amboy, Hackensack and Mamaroneck

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Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


— 


Mr. Work, if addressed care of The Wash- 
ington Post, will answer your auction bridge 
questions. A stamped, self-addressed envelope 
is necessary. 


HE pointer for today is: 

The player who first for his side 

names the declaration that he- 
comes the final contract is the De- 
clarer. 


In spite of the fact that Law 29 
clearly provides who shall be the De- 
clarer, there are continual questions 
asking who should play the hand 
under circumstances similar to the 
following: South (Dealer) one Spade, 
West pass, North pass, East two Dia- 
monds, South two Hearts, West pass 
North two Spades, which obtains the 
contract. The contention is then 
made that South “having abandoned” 
his Spade declaration and the final 
bid in it having been made by North, 
that North should be the Declarer; 
and in spite of the fact that all Laws 
of the game expressly state that in 
such case North becomes the Dummy, 
letters come to hand stating that the 
practice in certain communities is to 
the contrary. 

It does not matter in the least what 
declarations may have intervened, nor 
who makes the final bid; it is the 


player who first for his side names 


the declaration that becomes the con- 
tract who is the Declarer and who has 
the hand of the Dummy faced oppo- 
site to him. 

Another popular question is: Can a 
player who is “doubled out” score 
game and count a bonus for it? Some 
of my readers may find it hard to 
take this question seriously, but it 
means to ask whether a doubled De- 
cla can go game with tricks count- 
ed at double value when he would not 
have gone game had his bid not been 
doubled. For those who are in 
doubt upon this point the answer is:

Diet C furnishes 2,038 calories, with 
a ratio of 1.5 to 1. 

Dieting a diabetic is a vety compli- 
cated matter. First, the sugar in the 
blood and urine must be reduced. 
But this must be done in such a way 
as not to produce acidosis, or coma, 
or convulsions. The weight and 
strength must be kept up. 

The person must be given neue 
food to keep him going, but 
enough to increase his urine and blood 
sugar. His food, and especially his. 
starches, sugars and proteids must be 
cut down, but not enough to cause 
acidosis. If he has acidosis, no dieting 
should be attempted except under & 
physician’s close observation. . 

To do all this requires knowledge of 
calories, of weights and measures, of 
all kinds of food values, and care in 
all details based on this information.

School Directors Answer 
To Charges Made in House 


Replying to charges made in the 
House yesterday by Representative Sim- 
mons, school officers explained that 
of the six junior high schools for which 
44 additional teachers are requested, 
three virtually, are completed, one is 
under const ion and two are sched- 
uled for completion by January 15, 
1928. 

Salaries for the additional teachers 
would be provided in the bill covering 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1926. 

The junior high schools which are 
almost completed and about to be oc- 
cuplied, it was announced at the Frank- 
lin school, are the Francis, the Randall 
and the Stuart. The addition to the 
Hine Junior High school is under con- 
struction and is scheduled for com- 
pletion April 1. 

The school officers said the municipal 
architect has promised them that the 
Garnet-Patterson school and the Gor- 
don school would be completed by Jan- 
uary 15, 1928.. The Gordon is to be a 
reproduction of the Macfarland school, 
and the plans for the latter can be used 
almost in their entirety, they said. 

The additional teachers, it was ex- 
plained, would be needed in the second 
year of the new junior high schools, to 
take care of pupils moving up to the 
ninth grade, and for the Garnet-Pat- 
terson school and the Gordon school 
when those two are opened.

Addressing a gathering of Metropoli- 
tan alumni, Rockne declared that abo- 
lition of the shift or enforcement of a 
two-second halt, as recommended by 
many coaches and officials, would “put 
football back in the Middle Ages,” tak-

offensive threat from the game. 

The Notre Dame coach suggested a 
15-yard penalty as an effective cure for 
faulty or illegal shifting, explaining 
that in his opinion it was the manner
